2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


3. To hear and act upon the reports of the selectmen, over- 
seer of the poor, town treasurer, town clerk, and reports of all 
agents, committees and officers heretofore chosen, and act in 
any way relating thereto. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to rescind vote of March 8, 
1932 to adopt the Australian Ballot. 


5. To see what sum, if any, the Town will appropriate for 
the purpose of purchasing a new tractor or truck for general 
town use, or take any other action relative thereto.

Library service in Rindge is not escaping the disturbance 
of war-time conditions, and we are finding it expedient to adjust 
our program accordingly. ; 


Last summer at the close of school, we opened a weekly 
Library Exchange Center at the East Rindge chapel. This 
was appreciated so much by the residents of East Rindge, that 
it was decided to continue this service through the winter, 
Mrs. Alfred Merchant. offering her home as a meeting place. 
We also arranged to have a library period at the East Rindge 
school on the same day as the Adult Exchange, which gives the 
children an opportunity to become familiar with and make 
friends of books. This same plan has been carried out in West 
Rindge for the past four years and is being continued at the 
present time with one change; the library period at school and 
the Adult Exchange are now being held on the same afternoon, 
whereas formerly the two library centers were held on different 
days. 


The library records above show that both East and West 
Rindge communities are making active use of this library serv- 
ice and I feel sure the increase in circulation, despite our re- 
duced number of residents, is due to this plan of making the 
books more accessible. The weekly visits to both villages, with 
peak as a center of interest, have been a great pleasure to your 
ibrarian. 


During the period of redecorating the library room in 
Mr. Wetherbee’s home in West Rindge, we have been welcomed 
to the home of Mrs. Harvey Hale for the library hour and we 
are very grateful to her for this kindness as well as to Mrs. 
Merchant of East Rindge who has given us the same friendly 
hospitality. We are also indebted to Mrs. Rowena Shepherd 
for her interest and time given to the Central library to help 
during the children’s hour on Wédnesdays and for the story 
hour conducted at East Rindge on several summer afternoons 
when the Exchange was held. 


Because of this extra service at East Rindge and since 
fewer people are coming to the main library, the hour of closing 
has been changed temporarily from 8:30 to 7:30 p. m. both 
Wednesday and Saturday. 


We have made rather extensive use of the privilege of 
borrowing from the State library. This has proved an inex- 
pensive way of bringing the more rarely used and the very new 
books into the hands of our readers as well as a greater variety 
of fiction. From the borrowed books which seem to be especially 
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enjoyed in our community, we frequently make choices for 
purchase. 


In closing this report, may I add a word of appreciation 
for the efficient and dependable assistance in the library routine 
of Mrs. Edward Hunt and Miss Florence Danforth.

REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD OF RINDGE 


I submit herewith my twenty-sixth annual report, it 
being the fortieth in the series under union supervision. With 
this report is included the annual statistical table, the roll of 
perfect attendance, the list of graduates in 1943, and the report 
of the school nurse, Mrs. Helen L. Towne. 


The enrollment for the school year 1942-1943 was 78 with 
an average attendance of 67.19. For the first term of the pre- 
sent school year the enrollment was 56 with an average mem- 
bership of 55.67. 


Mrs. Mary M. Fitzgerald, who took charge of the West 
Rindge School in November, 1942 has continued her effective 
work this year. 


The other Rindge teachers declined re-election and Mrs. 
Evelyn F. Ruffle of East Jaffrey was elected teacher of the 
Center Grammar School, and Miss Harriet S. French of the 
Primary Grades. 


The East Rindge School was reopened with Mrs. Anna 
Ryan of Peterborough as teacher. 


All the Rindge teachers have had long and successful 
experience. 


Mrs. Stebbins has continued her work as Supervisor of 
Music, and Mrs. Helen Towne has continued as School Nurse. 


During the present school year the schools have had 
charge of one rationing program and it was carried through 
with very little interruption of school work. 

As was the case last year there was no state meeting of the 
Teachers Association, but a regional meeting was held in Keene 
on Friday, November 12th that all the teachers in the super- 
visory union attended. 

The teacher shortage for the coming year appears to be 
even more serious than last year, and teachers without experi- 
ence are, in many cases, receiving at the start larger salaries 
than have been paid to experienced teachers in the past. 

The Rindge Schools have been fortunate in securing teach- 
ers who have come from nearby towns and have responded 
cheerfully to the call for service in these difficult times. 

I desire at this time to thank the School Board, Teachers, 
Pupils, and all who have been interested in the support and 
maintenance of our schools.
